HEX Governor Jiradford issued 


the first Thanksgiving proclama- 
tion to our Pilgrim Fathers, on 
November 19, 13:>1, there was 


very little ceremony attending the act. 
He simply announced that as they had. 
just gatheied abundant harvests of grain 
and the cold weather had sent plenty ot 
game to their forests, December 13.1U21 
would he oUherved throughout the I'ly 
mouth Colony as a day ol Thanksgiving; 
aud he accordingly appointed four men 
to "go fowling, that they might after a 
raore special manner rejoice together."

BATTLE OF GETTYSBURG. 


It was in the sum met' of 1SC3 that the 


victorious 
Confederates, under Gen 


Itobert E. Lee, having defeated tile 
Army of the Potomac atChancellorsviile 
on May 3d, triumphantly marched across 
the State of Maryland and invaded L'enu- 
sylvania, determined to seize Uarrisbmx, 
Baltimore and Washington, and end the 
war. 
The, Northern army, much crip- 


pled and disheartened at its defeat, was 
lying inactive in the vicinity of Freder- 
icksburff, Va., its 
leaders debating 


wlietner to follow Lee or go south and 
capture Richmond. Gen. Hooker was 
disposed to adopt the latter course, but 
Abraham Lincoln, with that wonderful 
common sense which was so characteris- 
tic of him, wrote lo Hooker, advising 
but not instructing, that he should fol- 
low Lee aud offer him battle whenever 
and wherever he could find him. Ac- 
cordingly, Hooker marched his army to 
tho north in close pursuit of thu Con- 
federates. 


Owing to a difference of opinion be- 


tween Hooker ami Gen. Halleck as to the 
advisability of denuding Harper's Ferry 
ot Us garrison and sending these troops 
to reinforce the Army of the Potomac, 
Gen. Hooker resigned his command and 
was succeeded on the last day of .1 une by 
Major-Gen. George G. Meade, who was 
then 
commanding the 
Fifth 
Corps. 


Meade continued the movement north- 
ward as planned by Hooker, and on the 
succeeding day owe of Ins corps (the 1st) 
commanded bj Gen. Reynolds, came into 
collibiou with the Southern atiny at Get- 
tysburg, 1'a., after a brilliant engage- 
ment by the cavalry advance, under Gen 
IJutord. 


DEATH OF UKYNOLUS. 


This was not an elaborate proclama- 


lioa in comparison with many that have 
followed. 
But during the many decades 


that have passed since then tormaiity has 
been added to formality in g'ving' the 
document to the public, until in all prob 
ability few American citizens realize 
what 
high 
ceremonies 
attend 
the 


issuance ot the proclamation of to-day. 
It seems a very simple matter to send 
out the few words contained in the short 
newspaper paragraph early in Xovember 
announcing the same well-known fact 
that has been regularly announced each 
year since 1SG3, that the last Thursday 
in Xorember is set iside as a day ol pub- 
lic thanksgiving and a general holiday. 
Those who study tor the ilist time the 
elaborate details of this proclamation, 
ilxmg "Thanksgiving Day'1—.is it has 
came to be known—are surprised to learn 
of the yearly ceremony required before 
applying the Great S^al, and making the 
copies that are to be sent to the different 
governors of the States and Territories. 


This making of the Thanksgiving Day 


proclamation is a serious duty for the 
President. The Chief Executive who 
would say anything new, or who would 
aay an old thing in a new way, finds be- 
tore him a task that must require much 
cudgeling of the brain, inasmuch as the 
same subject has been written upon an- 
nually for years and years, and all the 
reasons for giving thanks seem to be 
enumerated and fitting words made use 
of. 
We are told that it is customary 


with him to write this proclamation with 
his own hand, and to put into it as much 
of the spirit of the day us possible. Pres- 
ident Harrison used to take a pencil and 
pad of paper and write out the proclama- 
tion in full. 
Then he would turn it over 


to one of the execu live clerks to be copied. 
lie preferred to use bis pencil rather than 
to dictate, but both the Presidents who 
have followed him prefer lo take advan- 
tage of a stenographer, and if the mere 
dictation of the proclamation was all 
that was required it would not take long 
to announce the annual celebration. 


« . * 


Composing and dictating the procla- 


mation, however, is a very small part of 
the labor and ceremouy connected with 
its issuance, according to various ac- 
counts 
given 
from 
headquarters at 


Washington. The first draft of the pro- 
clamation is copied, and the copy is sent 
to the State Department. There are two 
or three clerks in the State Department 
who make a specialty of penmanship 
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Reynolds was uiiforlunately killed be- 


fore the battle had wi,ged an hour, and 
was well succeeded by Gen. Donbleday; 
and the position he had selected for his 
Hoops on Seminary Hiclge was go excel- 
lently chosen that they 
successfully 


withstood the onslaught of one-half the 
Confederate army until 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon. At this hour the First Corps 
and a part ol the Eleventh, which had 
come to its assistance late ill the, day, 
weie driven from the field, through the 
town of Gettysburg to the village grave- 
yaid on an eminence on the soutli side of 
tin; town, now to be known as Cemetery 
Ki.lge. 


Hue Lhe stampede was checked by a 


line of earthworks erecled by Gen O. O. 
Howard, in which he had placed Stein- 
wehrs division, aud by the timely arrival 
of Gen. Winiield S. Hancock, who, un- 
'ler instructions from Gen. Meade, had 
been sent forward lo ascertain and re- 
poit whether Gettysburg w,is a good 
place to light a battle, or whether it 
would be better that the army should 
fall back to a position on Pipe Creek, 
twenty miles in the rear. 
Hancock 


promptly decided in favor of remaining 
in Gettysburg and lighting it out, and to 
repotted to Gen. Meade, who hurried up 
Ins Lioops t<i Gettysburg and accompan- 
ied Lbem in person. 


On the morning of the second of July 


the Army of the Potomac, consisting of 
the Firs!, Second, Eleventh and Twelfth 
corps, commanded respectively by New- 
ton. Hancock, Howard and .Slocuin 
was entrenelial on Cemetery Hill; on' 
the right, extending from the graveyard 
along Culp's Hill to Spangk'r's Spring, 
.ind on the left, through Xiegler's Grove 
t-nvard 
Little Round-Top 
Mountain. 


The Third, Fifth and SixLli corps were 
still upon the march, the Third arriving 
on the giound in the forenoon, the Fifth 
early in the afternoon, and the Sixth late 
in the evening. The cavalry, under Gen. 
L'leasaiitou, unfortunately for sntne rea- 
^on which has never yet been explained, 
liatl been detached from the army and 
sent Lo the real. 


LEE*!) LOST Ol'l'ORTUNlTY. 


It is the belief of every educated sol- 


dier of the present day, and by a large 
majority of tho veterans who still sur- 
vive, Lhat hail Gen. Lee followed up the 
successor the first day the battle of Get- 
tysburg would have resulted in a South- 
ern victory and the Army of the Poto- 
mac would once mure have been com- 
pelled to lelire toward Washington. 


On the afternoon of the second of July 


Gen. Lonjrslreot, with nearly one-half of 
the .Soitlhein army, made a vigorous as- 
sault upon the left of the Union line, 
which W;M defended by Gen. Sickles, 
commanding the Third Corps, who ad- 
vanced his troops to the front to secure 
a better position from which to meet the 
attack. AL thu same time Gen. Ewell, 
of the Southern army, vigorously at- 
tacked the Union troops on Culp's Hill, 
but was repulsed. Lougstreet, however, 
with
